Applicant's amendment has not been entered because it would raise the new 
issue of the maximum amplitude being 80V or less (added to claim 1) in combination 
with the electrode being edgeless and small and having a small area facing the 
substrate (claim 9). The combination of limitations was absent from currently pending 
claims 1-6 and 9-26, and therefore would require further search and consideration.
